Life has returned to as nearly normal 
as can be expected in this part of the 
country a week after a snowfall of 
nearly two feet hit, Granite City’s new 
Superintendent of Streets Mac Warfield 
agrees. 

“T think we have the main streets in 
pretty good shape now and we are 
getting to the side streets,” Warfield 
told the Press-Record yesterday. He 
said traffic seems to be moving pretty 
smoothly, all things considered. 

This morning’s weather forcast, 
however, was not good news for the 
tired road crews throughout the Quad- 
City area. The forecast calls for snow 
and light freezing rain and sleet today 
and heavy snow tonight. Up to three 
inches of snow today and four ad- 
ditional inches tonight are possible, 
according to the National Weather 
Service. 

Cold temperatures the following day 
leave little chance of any new snow 
melting before Thursday. 

Sunny and warmer weather 
yesterday gave the street crews an 
opportunity to enjoy a day off after 
seven consecutive days of long hours 
and hard, cold work. ‘I think I'll call 
them out early tomorrow (Monday) 
and cinder before people get up to go to 
work,” Warfield said yesterday of his 
plans. 

The weather and traffic made a 
considerable improvement in the main 
streets yesterday as salt and cinders 


which had been spread earlier in the 
week was distributed to break up the 
solid ice spots on most main streets and 
the sun and traffic did the rest. 

A heavy concentration of. pure salt 
was dumped on the Niedringhaus 
Ayenue railroad crossing which had 
been an area of concern all week, ac- 
cording to Warfield. ‘‘We couldn't plow 
that crossing, because the blade would 
get hung up on the tracks, so we just 
had to do the best we could. It was 
really something...really rough,’ 
Warfield admitted. The condition of the 
crossing had drawn some complaints 
from the citizens, who contended that 
such ‘a rough crossing on a city snow 
route was unacceptable. 

Looking back over the past week, the 
new street superintendent said the 
worst thing was keeping the old street 
department equipment working. ‘I 
walked in like 1 did and most of the stuff 
was broken down. There were rubber 
(edges on the snow) blades on the 
plows, one of the road graders was 
broken and will dost about $13,000 to fix, 
the other had no chains for the rear 
tires and the wheels would just spin. It 
was something,” Warfield said. 

Warfield had been appointed to 
succeed Lionel Portell as street 
superintendent, effective Feb. 1. 
However, heavy rains which turned to 
deep snows impelled Warfield to begin 
his job more than a day ahead of 
schedule. 

His first major decision was to 
purchase steel blades for the bottom 


edges of two snow plows, replacing the 
rubber edges. That cost about $200 and 
took most of a day to replace them, _ 
Warfield said. Despite the work, one-of 
the plows ‘suffered front end damage 
and was out of service nearly all of the 
week. The hydraulic systems of the 
others kept freezing up and they had to 
be returned to the ‘street department 
garage from time to time to be thawed. 

His next step was to rent enough 
equipment toremove the snow fort the 
major streets. Highlifts were rented 
from three local firms, but attempts. to 
rent another grader were uhsucce I, 
“One man wanted to rent me a grader 
for a whole month and wanted the 
money right then. I said, ‘No way.’-We 
wouldn't need it for a whole month,’ 
Warfield commented, : 

He said-he obtained permission from 
Mayor Paul Schuler to rent whatever 
equipment he could get to help with > 
snow removal, ‘but not to go hog wild;"?

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Unemployment in GC declines 


The latest unemployment figures 
for Granite City showed semi-sweet 
news; The sweet part was that the 
percentage of Granite City residents 
unemployed, in, December, decreased 
nearly two percent. 

The unhappy side was that 
unemployment remains above 14 
percent here. 

According to preliminary 
December figures prepared by R.L. 
Worden of the research and analysis 
division of the Illinois Job Service, 
unemployment in Granite City 
dropped from 16.3 percent in 
November's final figures to 14.4 
percent in December's preliminary 
figures. 


The labor force also declined, 
Worden says, dropping from 19,971 
persons in November to 19,329 in 
December, a loss of 642 workers. 

December is traditionally a high 


employment month because’ many 
merchants hire temporary help to 
deal with Christmas shopping. The 
January figures may not be quite as 
encouraging, local.officials, warn. 

Madison Gdéunty’s. average 
unemployment remained relatively 
steady, dropping from 10.7 percent 
only to 10.3 percent, Of 117,407 
workers in the county in November, 
12,578 were seeking employment. In 
December, the county’s work force 
declined to 115,592 with 11,879 per- 
sons unemployed, Worden indicated. 


In Granite City, there were 2,786 
persons on the unemployment rolls 
in December, down from 3,250 the 
previous month, the figures ‘show. 
The remaining 16,543 were working 
in December, according to the 
preliminary figures.

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High priority given SIVE 
multipurpose building 


Funds for equipment and site im- 
provements for the multipurpose 
physical education, recreation and 
intercollegiate athletics building at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville are number two on a 
priortized list of capital improvement 
projects recommended by the Illinois 
Board of Higher Education. 

The SIUE capital improvements — 
$786,900 for equipment and $88,000 for 
site improvements are recom- 
mended for funding by the legislature 
and governor in Fiscal Year 1983 to 
make functional the facility currently 
under construction northeast of the 
Bubble Gym site. Completion of the 
$11.8-million building is expected in 
early 1983. 

Two other SIUE projects are included 
in the priority list of 38 projects. 
Ranked 27th on the list is the Univer- 


sity’s request for $287,200 in planning 
funds for the permanent dental 
education clinical facility at the Alton 
campus of the School of Dental 
Medicine. 

Ranked 28th is the East St. Louis 
dental satellite clinic, with requests of 
$389,300 for remodeling and $110,700 for 
equipment. The project would enlarge 
the existing dental satellite clinic in the 
former Broadview Hotel from nine to 24 
dental operatories. 

The latter two SIUE projects are at 
the $22-million level in the $29-million 
list. Also approved by the IBHE for 
consideration by the legislature and 
governor were prioritized lists of 35 
energy conservation capital im- 
provements, for which $8.2-million is 
sought, and 12 food production and 
research capital improvements 
projects with total requests of $7.2 


million. 

‘The IBHE also approved plans for 
three noninstructional capital im- 
provements at SIUE costing a total of 
$365,000. The projects are: installation 
of four additional lighting standards 
and replacement of light fixtures along 
pedestrian walkways and roadways, 
$135,000; construction of a 98-car 
parking lot adjacent to the East St 
Louis Center, $20,000; and University 
Drive Improvements $210,000 The 
latter project includes construction of a 
connector at the north end of the 
University Drive oval to reduce the 
angle of junction with the two-lane 
roadway, construction of a right-turn 
lane at the east campus entrance in- 
tersection with Route 157, and 
replacement of the bituminous surface 
with concrete at the north campus 
entrance intersection with Poag Road. 


Surprise! Quadruple sewer bills 
for some in Town & Country East 


A simple letter from the county 
received last week by residents of the 
Sixth and Seventh Additions to Town & 
Country East notified residents there 
that their billing for sewage treatment 
had been changed from Granite City’s 
billing system to the county’s billing 
system and made no reference to the 
fact that the sewer bills for those 
receiving the letter will nearly 
quadruple 

Occupants, of the 41 lots involved 
(most are developed) have been 
receiving city sewage treatment bills 
for $13 per quarter (each three months) 
while county users of the new Four 
Township Sanitary Sewers have been 
paying $15.80 per month, or $47.40 per 
quarter, to repay the bonds on the local 
share of the new county sewers, to 
operate the special sewer district and to 
pay Granite City $18 per quarter for use 
of the city’s sewage treatment plant 
and help retire the bonds for con- 
struction of that plant.

The loans apparently 
contribute significantly to 
income instability for some 
farmers and can greatly 
increase the risks and un- 
certainties of a farm 
business. 

The result can be less use 
of credit by farmers and 
more frequent problems in 
maintaining an adequate 
flow of cash to meet business 
needs, according to the study 
authors. 

“Farmers try to avoid 
wide variances in their in- 
comes from year to year and 
the efficiencies of their 
operations are increased 
when they have fewer un- 
certainties about income,” 
said William Herr, professor 
of agribusiness economics at 
the SIUC School of 
Agriculture, who also was 
the research team leader. 

“Interest is a major an- 
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nual expense for many 
farmers,” Herr said. “‘When 
it varies it can create a 
significant variance in 
farmer income. 

“Until the late 1960s, farm: 
loans traditionally were 
made with a stated interest 
rate that remained the same 
during the life of the loan. 
‘The lender assumed any risk 
associated with the changing 
cost of funds used to support 
those loans. 

“However, when rates 
fluctuated, lenders 
frequently found themselves 
holding a volume of fixed 
rate loans that had to be 
financed with funds 
procured at a higher cost 
than when the loans were 
made. 

“As a result, lenders in- 
creasingly made loans under 


contracts that would allow _ 
them to adjust interest rates 
as the cost of money 
changed. 

“This has shifted the risk 
of interest rate changes from 
the lender to the borrower,” 
Herr said. , 

For the study, the 
researchers correlated 
actual farm interest ex- 
penses and incomes for four 
major farm types. 

Herr said work is needed 
to determine if some of the 
risk of interest rate changes 
can be placed outside of 
agriculture. 

He said farmers or len- 
ders, in the future, may be 
hedging on financial futures 
markets to shift the risk to 
speculators and other 
financial instruments 
buyers. 


Registration required — 


for military 


The federal government is 
losing as much as $60 million 
a year through fraud and 
abuse of military-povided 
health care, based on 
Defense Audit Service and. 
General Accounting Office 
reports. 

‘A new program adopted by 
the military will help reduce 
misuse of the health care 
system by requiring eligible 
people to enroll themselves 
and their family members at 
the nearest military in- 
stallation for medical care. 

The Defense Enrollment 
Eligibility Reporting 
System, or DEERS, will 
require those eligible for 
military medical care to 
have their names placed on a 
central computer program. 
This program will be ac- 
cessible to military medical 
centers throughout the 
United States. And by 1983, 
officials expect the system to 
be expanded worldwide. 

Checking the eligibility of 
an individual will only 
require a quick look at the 
computer to see if that 
person is on_ the list. 
According to officials at the 
Defense Department, this 
will take no longer, nor- 
mally, than a credit, card 
check. 

Beginning Feb. 8, an in- 
tensive three-month 
enrollment period started in 
Southern Mlinois at Scott Air.

Persons with gas meters 
inside their houses should 
follow the regulator vent 
pipe from the meter to the 
outside wall, then go outside 
and clear the ice and snow 
from around the vent, he 
suggested.

‘The Illinois Department of 
Transportation is collecting 
data from school districts 
and school bus operators to 
determine if any action can 
be taken to reduce the 
number of  stop-arm 
violations when school 
children are boarding or 
alighting from buses. 

State law requires 
motorists to stop before 
reaching a school bus which 
has stopped to load or unload 
passengers. 

The agencies involved in 
the planning of the study 
were, Illinois Department of 
Transportation Traffic 
Safety, State Board of 
Education of Pupil Tran- 
sportation, Illinois School 
Transportation Association 


and the Illinois Motor 
Vehicle Laws Commission. 

So little is known about the 
magnitude of the’ problem, 
the agency representatives 
agreed on a course of action 
that has resulted in data 
collecting by the bus drivers.

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Downtown merchants should cooperate for dry walks 


Downtown Granite City merchants say 
they want people to shop downtown, but 
have been giving very little outward sign 
Of it this week as many downtown 
sidewalks remain covered in deep snow 
‘and pedestrians find it difficult to get from 
Store to store. 

Since the deep snow has now crusted and 
been trampled by the hundreds of 

strians, it would be extremely dif- 

cult to shovel, but few merchants have 
éven taken the effort to throw salt on the 
‘Yee to melt it. 

If merchants truly want downtown 
‘customers, it seems some sort of advance 
planning should be done for the next 
$torm, or even the next winter 

Hand shoveling two feet of snow is a 
difficult job. We know. Most of us have 
done it at our homes sometime during the 
past eight days. 

Admittedly, the snowstorm of '82 was 
not our average snowstorm and we have 
‘all had to bear some inconveniences, 
= However, it seems that the merchants 
who. rely on their stores for their 
tivlihoods, would invest in a snowblower or 
‘some equipment for snow removal 

Perhaps a joint agreement of merchants 
fhrough the Downtown Retailers 
‘organization or the Chamber of Commerce 
‘could result in the purchasing of one 
ommercial snow blower for the downtown 
Grea. The Chamber has purchased a 
sidewalk sweeping machine and urges the 
merchants during the summer to borrow 
t.-If they can sweep the sidewalks of dust 
in the summer, it seems as though 
$omething similar could be worked out to 
glean the snow off the sidewalks in the 
winter. 


The problem is more than one of each 
merchant keeping his own sidewalk clear. 
That would help, but would also leave 
blockages at stores, such as Libson and 
Carps, where the stores now are vacant 
and the owners cannot be forced to shovel 
the sidewalks. 

Perhaps the merchants will have to take 
that extra step of cleaning their sidewalks 
and the sidewalks of vacant neighboring 
stores if shoppers are to be able to walk 
safely while shopping in the downtown 
area. 

One merchant was complaining Friday 
that business downtown has been terrible 
since the snowstorm five days earlier. We 
think there is a reason for that. At the 
shopping centers, at least people can walk 
from store to store without slipping on ice 
and stepping in snow 

The shopping centers were designed 
with canopies and overhangs to prevent 
large amounts of snow from accumulating 
on the sidewalks. Perhaps such overhangs, 
similar to the covered walkway between 
South High School and the cafeteria, could 
be incorporated into the city redevelop- 
ment plan now on the drawing boards. 


Maybe it is just a dream, Planners have 
been rebuilding the downtown area on 
paper for more years than we’ can 
remember. Hopefully, this time, it will 
become a reality. In the meantime, all we 
can do is throw our support behind 
downtown development and ask the 
merchants to make the best with what they 
have, in the-interim, including sidewalks, 
which should be kept clear of snow if the 
stores truly want shoppers,

Assignment of fire district 
is postponed until Friday 


For the second time, snow 
has postponed the arrival of 
an assistant to the state fire 
marshal, who has been 
assigned the task . of 
assigning the Cloverleaf and 
East Madison areas to a fire 
protection district. 

‘The meeting, which was 

for Monday, has been 
moved to this Friday, Feb. 
12; at approximately 1:30 
p.miiin the Nameoki Town 
Hall; 4250 Highway 162. 

At that time, John Paviou, 
chief counsel for the state 
fire marshal, will meet with 
Nameoki Township 
Su or Harry Briggs and 
the chiefs and one trustee 
from each the Long Lake, 
State Park and Eagle Park 
Acres fire departments and 
determine which depart- 
ment’ can best protect the 
EastMadison and Cloverleaf 
areas. 


“In all probability, he will 
assign a fire district to the 
areas,” Supervisor Briggs 
commented. 

The areas have had a 
problem since Jan. 30, when 
the Madison Fire Depart- 
ment suspended fire service 
to those portions of Nameoki 
Township, contending that 
the fire department had not 
been paid for numerous calls 
there. Venice Township 
assures payment of bills for 
fire calls by MPD outside of 
the city limits and pays the 
fire call bills for those who 
cannot afford to pay. 

Nameoki Township, 
however, does not have the 
money to pay for fire calls 
for its residents, Briggs 
contends. The Madison Fire 
Department charges $500 for 
each fire call .it answers 
outside of the city limits. 

Just before Madison 


suspended fire service to 
East Madison and 
Cloverleaf, Briggs reached 
an agreement with the State 
Park Fire Department to 
protect the two areas, in the 
event of a fire. 

State Park firefighters 
estimated that they could 
reach most fires in those 
areas within eight minutes.

Withholding Allowance 
Certificate,’ claiming 
exemption from 
withholding. This stops 
federal income tax from 
being deducted from your 
pay. It has no effect on your 
Social-Security (FICA) tax 
deduction: Students who 
work part-time or only 
during the summer may 
qualify to claim exemption 
from withholding. 

The advantage of this 
procedure, according to the 
IRS, is that a taxpayer who 
files a tax return only to 
receive a full refund of 
money withheld may not 
have to file a return since 
no tax was withheld from 


y. 

Forms W-4 claiming 
exemption from 
withholding expire on April 
30 of each year. A new 
Form W-4 must be filed by 
that date. 

If an employee, even one 
qualified for the exemp- 
tion, neglects to file a Form 
W-4,- the employer is 
required by law to withhold 
income tax, based on zero 
withholding allowances. 

The law requires em- 
ployees who are not having 
federal income tax 
withheld this year, but 


expect to have a tax. 
liability next year, to give’ 


their employer a new Form 
W-4 by December. The new 
Form W-4 should show the 
number of withholding 
allowances the taxpayer 
wishes to claim. To 
determine the legal 
number of withholding 
allowances allowed, the 
employee should check the 
chart on the back of the 
Form W-.

reason or. another, fails td 
pay the full amount. of 
federal tax owed, the 
Intefnal- Revenue Service 
will collect the delinquent 
tax in one of several ways. 
To answer questions. about 
its collection process, the 
IRS. has. prepared the 
following: 


Q. I thought I. had paid 

my taxes, and now I’ve 

received a-notice from 

the IRS saying I owe 

more. How can that be? 

‘A. There may be several 

reasons. You may not 

have had enough tax 

withheld from each 

paycheck, or perhaps an 
error was made in the 
preparation of your tax 
return. If you are self- 
employed you may have 
missed making the 
required quarterly 
estimated tax 
payments. 

Q. The IRS says I owe 
more tax, but I don’t 
agree, What can I do? 
A. If you think that the 
bill is wrong, notify the 
IRS immediately — in 
writing, by telephone, or 
in a personal visit to a 
local IRS office. Be sure 
to have available any 
records which support 
your .claim;. such as 
cancelled checks.or tax 
returns. 

Q. Do I have to pay the 
entire amount of 
delinquent tax im- 
mediately? 

A. If possible. The 
employee handling your 
collection case will 
review financial in- 
formation which you 
provide to the IRS and 
determine whether the 
full amount can be paid 
at once, or if you qualify 
for an installment 
payment plan. 

Q. What if I don’t pay the 
IRS after they notify me 
that I owe delinquent 
taxes? 

A. When an individual 
owes more tax, a bill is 
sent with payment due 
within 10 days. Several 
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more bills~ anda 


“pay taxes or to make 


satisfactory’ .arrange- 
ments: for. payment, a 
levy may be issued 
against the taxpayer’s 
salary, wages, bank 
accounts,» or com- 
missions. During the 
levy process, if the tax 
bill is paid in full or an 
acceptable installment 
agreement is reached, 
ordinarily the levy will 
be released. 

Q. What rights do I have 
during the collection 
n ? 


A. You, as a taxpayer, 
have several. basic 
rights during all 
collection-related ac- 
tivities. They include 
representation, the 
transfer of a tax case to 
another geographical 
area when your 
residence changes, 
receipts from the IRS 
for cash payments and 
copies of all contractual 
arrangements, confi- 
dentiality of tax mat- 
ters, and the elimination 
of a penalty with 
reasonable cause. 

Q. Where can I get more 
detailed information 
about the collection 

? 


A. More information is 
available in IRS 
Publication 586A, The 
Collection. Process 
(Income Tax Accounts) 
available free. by using 
the order form in your 
tax package. 

Q. I received a bill from 
IRS for some additional 
tax and paid the amount 
in full. However, after 
going over my records I 
found some documents 
to verify that I owe less 
tax.

Granite City 
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Deduction for 
bad debts can 
be claimed 


Taxpayers who lost 
money in 1981 due to a bad 
debt transaction may be 
entitled to a deduction 
their federal income tax 
return, the Internal 
Revenue Service says. 


The bad debt deduction 
may be claimed only if the 
debt arose from a true 
debtor-creditor _relation- 
ship. based on a legal 
obligation to. pay a fixed 
sum of money, according to 
the IRS. 


Generally, taxpayers 
who lend money to their 
children who later default 
on payment are not entitled 
to a bad debt deduction, 
since the IRS regards loans 
to children as gifts in most 
cases. However if the 
taxpayer can produce 
convincing evidence that a 
true debtor-creditor 
relationship legally 
existed, the deduction may 
be allowed.

Older Americans are 
special because of their 
knowledge and experience. 
They are also in a unique 
situation financially. Many 
are retired and living on 
fixed incomes. Making 
ends meet is becoming 
increasingly difficult. To 
assist this rapidly growing 
segment of the nation’s 
population, the tax laws 
offer a number of special 
tax benefits. 

For instance, anyone 65 
or older is entitled to an 
extra exemption of. $1,000. 
This means an automatic 
additional reduction to 
income of $1,000 for single 
persons, and $2,000 for a 
married couple, both 65 or 
older, who file a joint 


return. 

Do senior citizens have to 
file at all? In some cases, 
yes, since filing a tax” 
return has nothing to do 
with age; it’s income that 
decides that question. 

Single persons 65 or over 
do not have to file a federal 
income tax return if their 
income was less than 
$4,300. The limit for a 
married couple, filing a 
joint return, with only one 
spouse 65 or older, is 
$6,400; $7,400 if both 
spouses are 65 or over. For 
tax purposes, persons are 
considered to be 65 on the 
day before their 65th bir- 
thday. An _ important 
benefit to keep in mind, is 
that Social Security 
payments are not taxable. 
The same holds true for 
Railroad Retirement 
benefits.

Taxpayers are eligible 
for immediate tax relief if 
they incur property losses 
as a result of floods, 
voleanées, hurricanes, 
droughts, or other sudden 
and unexpected events, 
according to the Internal 
Revenue Service.

Many simple errors that 
can cause weeks of delay in 
the processing of federal 
income tax returns could 
be. avoided if taxpayers 
used the label and envelope 
that accompany their tax 
package, the Internal 
Revenue says. 

‘The peel-off label, which 
contains the taxpayer’s 
name, address and Social 
Security number, is 
designed to expedite 
processing at IRS Service 
Centers and _ prevent 
common errors that can 
delay issuance of refund 
checks. 


One: of the common and 
yet most ‘troublesome 
errors that can be averted 
by use of the label is the 
listing of an incorrect or 
illegible Social Security 
number. Such an error can 
take weeks or even months 

- to correct, according to the 
IRS, and is one of the major 
causes of delayed refund 
checks. 

The IRS advises tax- 
payers to use the label, 
even if corrections are 
necessary. If such is the 
case — due to a change of 
address, for example — the 
correction should be made 
directly on the label. 

Errors can also be 
averted if taxpayers use 
the special pre-addressed 
envelope, which speeds 
sorting of tax returns 
during the annual deluge of 

mail that arrives at the ten

Hobbies! Most of you 
have at least one, whether 
it be sewing, bowling, 
gardening, gourmet 
cooking, or. making  pot- 
tery. Hobbies are designed 
to give us personal 
satisfaction — and in some 
cases, extra income. 

As any tourist can tell 
you, many persons are into 
crafts. Any gift store has a 
sizable stock of handmade 
items which tickle the 
fancy of most shoppers. 
Although these craft items 
were made as a hobby, the 
income derived from them 
is taxable income for 
federal tax purposes, the 
Internal Revenue Service 
points out. 

Many people breed and 
sell animals as a hobby; 
others farm a few acres of 
land while working a full- 
time job elsewhere. It’s 
important that you know 
how the IRS sees the dif- 
ference between a hobby 
and business. Generally, a 
hobby is more for pleasure 
than for business, and 
losses from a hobby are not 
deductible. A business 
hobbyist is allowed to 
deduct operating expenses, 
but no more than the 
amount of taxable income 
the business generates. In 
order to claim your activity 
as a business rather than’a 
hobby, you must be able to 
show that the activity was 
for the specific purpose of 
making a profit. You must 
have conducted the 
business as a hard-headed, 
Profit-motivated person 
would; that is, advertising, 
promoting, doing what you 
can to maximize sales and 
minimize costs. If you run 
your business from your

basement, for example, 
you must be able to prove

Individuals who have 
income that is. not subject 
to withholding or from 
which not enough tax is 
being withheld may have to 
file. Form 1040-ES, 
‘Declaration of Estimated 
Tax for Individuals,’’ 
according to the Internal 
Revenue Service: 

Payment may be made 
in four equal installments 
or in a lump sum with the 
declaration. If paid in 
installments, the first 
installment’ must ac- 
company the declaration. 

The Internal Revenue 
Service provides 
declaration-vouchers for 
the taxpayer to use to make 
declarations of estimated 
tax and to pay the in- 
stallments as they come 
due.

Payments for the 
diagnosis, cure, preven- 
tion, or treatment of a 
physical or mental illness 
are deductible as are 
payments for the purpose 
of affecting any structure 
or function of the body. 

In. general, deductible 
medical expenses include 
your payments to doctors, 
dentists, - psychiatrists, 
etc.; payments to hospitals 
for service, laboratory 
fees, x-rays, etc., and 
payments for eyeglasses, 
hearing aids and parts, 
dentures, crutches, etc. 

What are not allowed are 
things such as a trip taken 
to “get away from it all,” 
even if advised by a doctor, 
health club dues, maternity 
clothes, or diaper ‘service. 

Expenses for tran- 
sportation that are 
essential to medical care — 
such as getting to and from 
a doctor’s office — may be 
included in medical ex- 
penses. These include taxi, 
bus, train, or plane fares. 

If you use your car, you 
may deduct the actual out- 
of-pocket expenses, such as 
gas and oil, or nine cents 
for each mile you use your 
car for this purpose.
